Dissenting At Fair Odds 


Whatever causes the quirk of human nature that 
underestimates everything but the gloomy side 
but [ 
overestimates that -Is in apparently complete control 
of the sounding boards of public opinion 
Our experts « people who have nothing at stake 
and therefore can look at the .situation objectively) 
all seem to be trying to tell us In doleful tones that 
there Is nothing to look forward to but depression, 
now that the war is over. 
The only thing they disagree about is the depres­ 
sions duration 
Not discouraged by having guessed 
wrong on everything else since World war I. they are 
glibly rolling off estimates running up to a year and 
down to six months. After that, they concede, things 
will be better for a time, until the real depression sets 
in after the postwar spree 
It seems the depression 
we are about to have now is only a minor calamity. 
All these things may be true 
Undoubtedly the ex­ 
perts have studied them painstakingly by candlelight ^ 
and In the glare of the mid-day sun. But there re- j 
mains a singular fact about experts that after so 
many years of plying their trade most of them never 
yet have hit anything but themselves on the nose 
Off the record of their own performances. It’s a good - 
bet at fair odds to go against them on any given Issue 
To state the matter a little more bluntly, if any 
expert 
predicting 
a 
long 
period 
of 
reconversion I 
amounting to national depression wants to back up 
his guesswork with money, the chances are live to one 
that he will be wrong 
If for no othei reason, he will 
be wrong because he will underestimate the terrific 
speed at 
which 
reconversion can be accomplished 
under the Incentive of getting the jump 
011 compe­ 
tition. 
There 
will 
be 
tremendous 
dislocations, 
of 
course, as the United States quits manufacturing war 
material and begins to produce goods for peacetime 
But if they are as widespread or as prolonged as most 
of the noisiest experts are predicting, it will be the 
first time In the memoiy of any gullible citizen now 
living that experts were right about anything. 


A Professional Matter 
In the customary routine of national defense after 
a major war, the United States would concentrate 
now on getting ready to fight the next war—if it 
com es- with the perfected weapons of the war just 
ended. 
It would make the fatal mistake Prance made 
after World war I 
This country was saved from a 
Maginot line complex only by the fact it took refuge 
in isolation, instead 
Isolation was bad enough, but j 
it did not commit the nation in advance to arms and 
methods of using them that had become obsolete. 
Whether or not the United sta tes will prepare 
Intelligently for its future defense is a professional 
matter, a decision for militarists 
Public opinion can 
have only indirect eilect on their decisions, though 
public opinion is a factor when military appropri­ 
ations must be obtained from the people’s repre­ 
sentatives 
• 
Some of the basic information and evidence for 
decisions on defense will be collected when United 
States troops reach J apan. It has been revealed a l­ 
ready that J apan's fighting fleet ol 382 ships was cut 
to 55. Other vital bits of evidence are available, such ; 
as the fact must of the damage to the J apanese navy 
was done by aerial bombs 
The J apanese army was never met by the United 
States, except in relatively small actions 
Our victor} 
was won by superior air power and apparently clinched 
with two demonstrations of atomic bombing 
True 
the navy and the army accounted lor air power, but 
their traditional 
functions were secondary in 
the 
Pacific war 
When spokesmen for the two branches of the 
armed services speak of mass armies and two-ocean 
navies in the traditional sense, they automatically 
raise the question of their ability to understand what
